Health  Services, 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  has  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
a School  Clinic  and  a Tuberculosis  Clinic  at  its  premises  at  No,  50,  Holydyke, 

Maternity  Homes  are  provided  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board 
at  Scimthorpc  and  Cloethorpes, 

An  ambulance  operated  by  the  County  Council  is  stationed  at  the  County 
Firo  Station,  Holydyke,  and  is  available  for  the  residonts  of  Barton  and  the 
surrounding  district. 


Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases  is  provided  by  the  Sheffield 
Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Brumby  and  elsowhere. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  at 
Lincoln  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory*  Service* 


Water  Sunnlv, 

The  mains  water  supply  has  been  of  good  bacteriological  quality. 

Four  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year  and  all  have  been  reported 
to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition  regular  samples  are  taken  both  of  the  raw 
and  treated  water  by  the  bulk  suppliers,  the  Noirbh  Lindsey  Water  Board, 

The  number  of  houses  connected  to  the  main  supply  is  steadily 
increasing.

3.  ICE  CREAM* 


There  is  one  manufuacturer  of  ice  cream  in  the  district,  Fifteeen 
other  retailers  of  ice  cream  all  sell  wrapped  nationally  known  brands  and  are 
equipped  with  refrigerators.  Three  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  ahd  all  were 
placed  in  Grade  1, 


4.  MILK  SUPPLIES 
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No  significant  change  has  taken  place  with  regard  to  the  local  milk 
supplies  during  the  year,  except  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  retailers  of 
sterilised  milk.  There  are  twenty-five  milk  retailers,  one  of  whom  sells  raw 
unde  signated  milk,  three  sell  pasteurised  milk,  and  the  remaining  twenty-one 
sell  sterilised  milk. 

Eight  samples  of  designated  milks  were  taken  and  all  complied  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Regulations, 

5.  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  Minister  of  Food  decontrolled  meat  and  livestock  at  the  end  of 
June,  1954,  one  result  being  that  Local  Authorities,  subject  to  certain  restrictions, 
had  the  power  to  grant  licences  in  respect  of  slaughterhouses,  Throo  licences  were 
granted  by  the  Council,

6.  WATER  SUPPLY. 
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Further  extensions  of  the  water  mains,  together  with  new  connections 
following  closet  conversions  has  brought  the  percentage  of  houses  with  a Piped 
water  supply  in  the  district  up  to  93^^  68%  have  an  internal  supply  and  25% 
an  external  supply.  Most  of  the  houses  without  a piped  supply  are  outlying  on  the 
edge  of  the  district  where  it  is  not  practicable  to  carry  a mains  supply.  These 
houses  are  dependant  upon  bores  and  wells. 

Four  samples  from  the  public  supply  were  taken  and  sent  for  bacteriolog- 
ical examination.  All  proved  to  be  satisfactory.
